Th* Salt In th* S*a. 

The saline elements of ocean wa¬ 
ter may be in port derived from 
geological formations which con¬ 
sisted largely of like matter, but it 
is generally considered that the salt- 
ness of the sea -is sufficiently ac¬ 
counted for by the deposition of 
soluble salts from the rivers. Salts 
of various kinds form part of 
the constituent ingredients of the 
earth’s soil everywhere. They are 
washed out by springs and rivulets 
and carried to the sea by lurge 
streams, aud as the evaporation 
which feeds the streams carries none 
of the dissolved matters back agaiu 
the tendency is for the salts to ac¬ 
cumulate iu the sen. The principal 
saline ingredients found in ocean 
water are chloride of sodium, or 
common salt, and salts of magnesia 
and lime.
